He believes real cancer can be 
prevented by cutting out the tiny 
piece of the cervix that has meta- 
plasia. This can be done by local 
Surgery or cauterizauion in a doc- 
tor’s office. It does not interfere 
with subsequent childbirth, 


A blood test for cancer is in the 
final stages of development at the 
University of Southern California 
The product of 10 years’ research 
it has been tried on more than 
10,000 patients with steadily in- 
creasing accuracy. Now, Drs. An- 
drew Dowdy and H.S. Penn of the 
University of Southern California 
report, it is ready to be tested on a 
larger scale in hospitals and cance: 
clinics. 

The blood test’s big virtue is its 
simplicity. A thimbleful of the pa- 
tient’s blood is extracted, and the 
blood serum is separated. Then a 
few crystals of a chemical derived 
from bile acid are dropped into the 
serum. If the mixture remains 
cloudy, all is well. Ifa film of solid 
particles floats to the surface, can- 
cer might be indicated. 

So far, the test has been more 
than 90 percent accurate— almost 
as good as the Wasserman blood 
test for syphilis But it still has some 
bad wrinkles. It misses some can- 
cer cases. Even worse, it) shows 
positive or “cancer” readings in the 
presence of some noncancerous dis- 
eases like arthritis or tuberculosis 

Phe Calitornia scientists believe 
they are on the trail of a way to 
screen out these misleading false 
positives. Until they do, however 
their highly promising test will not 
be publicly available. 

Cancer specialists believe these 
new diagnostic aids are of enor- 
mous importance. None of them 
fight the disease directly. But they 
do save time— and time is cancer’s 
greatest ally 

The real front line in the cancer 
fight is treatment of the patient. In 
the last 12 
found new ways to control but 


months, doctors have 
not cure — the disease in its late and 
worst stages. In many cases, they 
have banished pain and sent can- 
cer-stricken patients home to then 
families for extra months and years 
of fairly happy life 

In a few remarkable, batHing 
cases, they have wiped out all evi- 
dences of the disease. No one knows 
why the cancer disappeared, so no 
one claims a cure. 

Doctors do not call cancer’s dis- 
appearance a cure unless there ts 
no evidence of disease for at least 
five vears after treatment. Even 
then, they caution, there is some 
chance that a tumor may appea! 
later. Its an essential point to re- 
member when reading about any 
cancer treatment, 

These are the most exciting 
hope-laden results. They show that 
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science has found not one but 
many roads to eventual victory 
over malignancy. 


Leukemia, which strikes hardest 
at young children, is perhaps the 
greatest heartbreaker among all 
cancers. Its victims grow progres- 
sively frailer and weaker, and 
death is almost always certain. 

Yet, leukemia may be the first 
cancer to be conquered outright by 
chemicals. Doctor Farber has made 
great strides in this direction with 
a one-two-three punch aimed at 
the leukemic-cancer cell. 

First he starves it by giving the 
children aminopterin or related 
drugs that block the cell’s use of the 
folic-acid vitamin. 

When the leukemia becomes re- 
sistant to this treatment—and it 
almost always does—-he switches to 
cortisone and ACTH. Finally he 
tries the newest “punch,” a drug 
called 6-mercaptopurine and which 
interferes with the leukemic cell’s 
metabolism and reproduction. 

One little boy, first treated at 7, 
is now a husky 14-year-old. He 
still has cancer, but it is under con- 
trol. In most cases patient, persist- 
ent treatment gives about two 
extra years of life. 

Fresh hope of eventual lifelong 
protection against leukemia comes 
from Yale Medical School, where 
Dr. Arnold Welch has found an- 
other new drug, 6-azathymine, 
which might bore into the cancer- 
ous white cell and disrupt its meta- 
bolism from within. The exciting 
clue: There is evidence that leuke- 
mic cells might not become resist- 
ant to this compound. I[t is being 
tried on mice, with human tests 
scheduled next year. 

Leukemia, in a slightly different 
form, strikes adults too. Usually, 
these patients are treated with big 
doses of chemicals and X-rays dur- 
ing acute periods, then sent home 
until they have a relapse. By treat- 
ing these patients with smaller but 
much more frequent amounts of 
X-ray or radioactive phosphorous, 
Dr. E. E. Osgood of the University 
of Oregon has doubled their surviv- 
al time. This steady, relentless 
pressure was applied to leukemia 
affecting 163 adults. Forty-eight 
are still alive; the average survival 
time for the whole group was close 
to five years. And the patients have 
been able to hold their jobs and 
carry on normal lives 85 percent of 
the time. 


Malaria drugs are proving potent 
new tools against two kinds of can- 
cer. One such chemical weapon is 
called Daraprim. Tablet for tablet, 
it is 10 times more effective than 
any other agent against malarial 

parasites in the blood stream. 
Now Drs. John W. Frost and 
Ralph Jones, Jr., report that they 
have tried Daraprim on six patients 
with polycythemia vera, a blood 
cancer in which the red blood cells 
multiply wildly.

Weed killer rescues fruit crop 


A new use for that potent weed killer, 2,4, re has 
been discovered by the University of California’s Davis 
Research Station 

A weak solution was sprayed on apricot trees after a 
late freeze had apparently doomed the crop. ‘Those 
trees lost less than 1! percent of their fruit, while un- 
sprayed trees in the same orchard lost all of theirs 
Fruit on test trees was not 100 percent normal, but 
was good cnough for canning 

Caution: Don’t try this on vour trees, because any 
but weakest solution of 2,4,5-T, under rigid controls, 
might kill them. 


Spray cuts pruning time 


At long last, a commercial chemical preparation to 
“prune” hedges has been developed. It) includes 
maleic hydrazide, a growth regulator 

Pest hedge plants sprayed with the material pro 
duced less than one shoot for each square loot of top 
area, and these were only an inch long. Unsprayed 
portions of the same hedge produced up to 40 shoots a 
square foot, 12 to 15 inches long 

A single spray is believed to last for about two 
months, which should eliminate much hedee-trim 
ming labor

Because of the vision of the 
Armed Forces group, auto-crash- 
injury studies are now in full swing. 
They are being followed with keen 
interest by automakers, safety or- 
ganizations, casualty groups, pub- 
lic health authorities, and doctors. 

De Haven is confident that wide 
participation will guarantee suc- 
“Automotive engineers,” he 
says, “have never had crash-injury 
data to show them which features 
of design are dangerous and which 
features provide protection.” 

At a preliminary mecting at- 
tended by representatives of lead- 
ing manufacturers, the automotive 
engineers, for example, pointed out 
that the industry is aware that de- 
spite continuing efforts to perfect a 
foolproof door latch, some car 
doors sull pop open under the im- 
pact of crashes, allowing occupants 
to be spilled out. But, before a lot 
of money is spent in useless guess- 
ing, they want to know which types 
of latch fail, how often, and under 
what conditions’ 

De Haven says that specific in 
formation on this and other trou- 
blesome points will soon be avail- 
able. “With it, auto manufacturers 
will have factual data which will 
guide them in producing opumum 
results.”

fhe men at Cornell 
shaping up this information exam- 
ine an unrelenting flow of reports 
each day as they are forwarded 
from the states.

To see how they operate, let us 
watch them review an accident 
that took place not long ago in 
North Carolina.

“We often see cases of this type,” 
Moore savs. “‘Look here— two men 
and a woman in the front 
[hey were driving into Greens- 
boro along a country road, doing 
about 45. A small truck pulled out 
of a blind lane. The driver hit his 
brakes, but all he could do was 
slow down a. littl before he 
rammed the truck broadside. Esti- 
mated impact speed—about 35 
miles an hour. 

“Here are three people sitting 
side by side in the same car—-in the 
same accident. Let’s see what hap- 
pened to each of them.”
